While Upland has not increas- 
ed in population as fast as On- 
tario, the fact remains, the “new- 
comers” almost. outnumber the 
people who were here 10 years 
ago. 

We are also told in the sur- 
vey 61 percent of us are over 
35 years of age; 26 per cent of 
the families have one child; 20 





per cent have two children; 14 
per cent, three children and 6 
‘per cent four or more young- 
sters. 


Note this figure, however, 50 
per cent of the children are six 
years of age and younger.

population in Upland, Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Ontario own 
their own homes, the survey tells 
us, 

We could go on and on about 
local people.

In another five 
or 10 years there will be very 
few “old timers” left. At least, 
we will be among the very small 
minority.

Oppose Federal Legislation 
Retirement Basis 


Amended B By City City 


Retired employes of the City of 
Upland will in the future receive 
retirement pensions based on 
their three highest pay years in- 
stead of the last five years prior 
to retirement, as has been the 
basis until now. 

Upland city council Thursday 
night adopted an amendment to 
the city’s retirement ordinance, 
making this change. 

RESERVOIRS INSPECTED 

A. L. Sonderegger, consulting 
engineer for San Antonio Canyon 
dam project, reported to the Coun- 
cil that the two water reservoirs 
replaced by the Army Engineers 
now meet inspection and the work 
of completing fill in all that re- 
mains of the work. The Cauncil 
authorized City Manager Richard 
G. Manley to file a Notice of Com- 
pletion for the storage tanks as 
soon as the fill is completed. 

After considerable discussion, 
the Council adopted a resolution 
requesting the California repre- 
sentatives in Congress to oppose 
the enactment of legislation now 
pending in Congress regarding 
the Arkansas-Frying Pan project. 

The motion was to the effect 
that passage of such legislation 
allocating Colorado River water 
to projects in Colorado, New Mex- 
ico and Utah, would jeopardize 
the economy of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, which is dependent on the 
Metropolitan Water district’s sup- 
ply of Colorado River water. 

ABANDON STREET 

A portion of Palm avenue, south 
of Highth street, was officially 
abandoned as a street by a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Coungil. The 
portion of the street is shown on 
the maps of an early subdivision 
but has never been opened for 
use as a street. It is being aban- 
doned as such to facilitate de- 
velopment of a new subdivision. 

Application for a sign at Burger 
Junction on Foothill boulevard 
was referred to City Manager 
Manley for action.

According to Dr. Henry G. Bru- 
baker, the college generally has 
from two to four foreign students 
on campus. During the 1953-54 
school year, the foreign students 
granted scholarships were unable 
to attend, so the campus ‘was 
without any students from other 
countries. 

Formerly a student at Seoul 
National university in Korea, Mr. 
Pak is a sociology major. In Ko- 
rea he was an active member of 
the YMCA, now being reorgan- 
ized there.

Traffic Using 
Euclid-Arrow 
Tabulated 


On the average week day, 960 
cars per hour cross the Euclid 
avenue and Arrow highway inter- 
section, and on Saturday the traf- 
fic total per hour fcr the inter- 
section reaches the amazing total 
of 1,039 vehicles. 

These figures are the result of 
a recent tabulation by a Los An- 


ing a complete survey of this 
area in population, traffic, buying 
habits-and other factors, 

Detailed figures for this traffic 
at the Euclid - Arrow intersec- 
tion reveals the number of autos 
proceeding in each direction. 

Northbound traffic on Euclid 
avenue at the intersection totals 
322 cars per hour on week days 
;and 352 on Saturdays. South- 
,bound traffic totals 377 vehicles 
on week days and 424 on Satur- 
days. 

On Arrow highway, traffic 
crossing the intersection  east- 
bound averages 42 cars per hour 
on week. days and 62 per hour 
on Saturdays. The westbound 
autos crossing the intersection on 
week days average 122 per hour, 
and are increased to 153 per hour 
on Saturdays.
